Nathan Leopold, Thrill 
Killer of 1924, Dies at 66 


SAN JUAN, P.R. (U P I)- 
Nathan Leopold, who drove 


a chisel into the head of 4-year- 


old Bobby Franks in Chicago 
in 1924 for the thrill that m ur­ 


der would give him and his 
pal Richard Loeb, died Sun­ 
day night at the age of 66, 
still 
unable 
to 
forget 
his 
crim e. 
Dr. Suarez Benitez of Mi- 
miya Hospital said the cause 
of death was arteriosclerosis 
of the heart (hardened ar­ 
teries). Leopold had suffered 
a series of heart attacks in 
recent months and was in the 
Mimiya 
Hospital 
when 
he 
died at 8:45 p.m. Sunday. 
Benitez said Leopold’s eyes 
had been given by previous 
arrangem ent to the eye bank 
and that his body would go to 
the school of medicine. 
Leopold spent 33 1-2 years 
in an Illinois prison for what 
was then called the “Crime of 
the Century” 
in 
the 
days 
when the century was still 
young and superlatives were 
a way of life. He and Loeb 
had been sentenced to life, 
plus 
99 
years. 
Loeb 
was 
stabbed to death in prison in 
1936. 
Saved from execution by the 
extraordinary legal talents of 
Clarence 
Darrow, 
Leopold 
was eventually pardoned and 
atoned for his crim e as best 
he could through a series of 
good works. 
But only 
last 
July he told UPI correspon­ 
dent M argaret Hyman in< a 
rare intedview that the crim e 
had and would rem ain with 
him as long as he lived. 
For years following his pa­ 
role from the Illinois state 
prison a t Joliet in 1958, Leo­ 
pold em barked upon a course 
of humility and service to 
mankind. 
“ As 
Nate” 
he 
was welcome in the gover­ 
nor’s palace and farm er’s hut 
alike and some of those he 
helped regarded him as 
a 
saint. 
Leopold, whose IQ bordered 
on that of a genius—it was 
once put a t 200-changed in his 


final months from his placid 
ways and his tem per becam e 
explosive. He drove his car 
fast and sometimes erratical­ 
ly and he becam e preoccu­ 
pied with money, hoping his 
starring role in a documenta­ 
ry film would op^n a new ca­ 
reer. 
His associates said he had 
never really found peace, that 
he had never m ade the ad-

justm ent to civilian life after 
33 1-2 years in prison and that 
not even a 
late 
m arriage 
could make him forget the 
past. 
Leopold arrived in Puerto 
Rico in 1958 and in 1961 he 
m arried Mrs. Trudi Garcia de 
Quevado, the widow of a San 
Juan doctor, after a romance 


in. which the rabbi of their 
synagogue played Cupid. She 
gave up a lucrative florist 
business and they made a 
lengthy trip to Europe, Africa 
and Asia in 1S63, so he- could 
continue his. studies of para­ 
sites and the m isery they in­ 
flicted on the human race. 
Loeb, 18, and Leopold, 19, 
w e r e two 
brilliant 
upper 
middle class 
University of 
Chicago students when they 
set out May 21, 1924, to com­ 
m it the perfect crim e in what 
was to be known as a m urder 
for thrills. 
Ati 5 p.m., 
when 
Bobby 
Franks, son of a Chicago mil­ 
lionaire, em erged from a pri­ 
vate school they lured him 
into their car and drove to 
the suburbs where they drove 
the chisel into his head and 
dumped his nude, body in a 
ditch. They demanded $10,000 
ransom 
though 
both 
men 
cam e from wealthy families 
and neither needed the mo­ 
ney. 
It was not the perfect crim e 
—a pair of spectacles found 
with the body were traced to 
Leopold. He and Loeb were 
indicted and tried. The pro­ 
secutor demanded the death 
penalty, but 
Darrow, 
fresh 
from his defense in the Day­ 
ton, Tenn., Scopes Trial, was 
retained to defend them. 
“ What blind cruel 
forces 
drove these boys to their ter­ 
rible crim es?” Darrow asked. 
The jury had no answer, but 
the question raised the sha­ 
dow of ;i doubt and both es­ 
caped the electric chair.

Captain of Doomed Ferry

Navy 'Bucket Thrower' 
Joins Oil Slick Work 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (U P I)— 


The navy has launched a cra­ 


ne-operated “ bucket-throwing” 


ship Sunday to join the “ float­ 
ing vacuum cleaner” already 
sucking oil in a giant slick 
which has polluted a 60-mile 
stretch of Southern California 
shore. 
The latest experimcM>( in oil 
skimming maachinery works 
“ like a fisherman’s casting 
rod,” a navy spokesman said. 
“ The first ship (the vacuum 
cleaner) we sent out couldn’t 
handle the thick sediment, 
just the thinner oil patches.” 


The vacuum cleaner began 
work Saturday tunneling the 
scum between V-shaped 75- 
foot booms into a tank where 


vacuum hoses sucked up the 
oil. 
“ We’re 
just 
experiment­ 
ing,” 
the spokesman 
said, 
“ but at the present rate, it 
should be all cleaned up this 
week.” 
The 299,446-gallon oil slick, 
caused by a navy mistake 
while refueling an aircraft 
carrier at sea, sent gooey 
chunks of semi-haardened oil 
like asphalt ashore. The slick 
stretched 
in 
disintegrating 
patches for 30 miles along the 
coast.

It will he the firs« visit to 
Hanoi by a member of the 
Kremlin troika since Presi­ 
dent Atoxei N. Kosygin at­ 
tended the funeral of Ho Chi 
Minh in 1969. Kosygin also 
visited Hanoi in 1965. 
Podgorny likely will carry 
assurances of continued So­ 
viet support for North Viet- 


nam. His visit also was un­ 
likely to do anything to dispel 
Hanoi's growing distrust of 
Peking, which has bean inten­ 
sified by President Nixon’s 
proposed visit to China next 
year. 
Hanoi’s growing distrust of 
Mainland China was reflected 
last week in an editorial in 
Nhan Dan, the official Hanoi 
newspaper. The editorial said 
Nixon was “ seeking to divide 
the revolutionary forces” by 
visiting Peking. 
The North Vietnamese ap­ 
parently fear the Chinese are 
more interested 
in a rap- 
proaehement with the United 
Slates than in a unified and 


Communist-governed

nam. 
The* corollary of such think­ 
ing is that Peking may dimm­ 
ish its military and political

Dangerous Moments 


CHICAGO (U P I)—Birth is 
one of the most dangerous 
moments in life, according to 
a Harvard University Medical 
School physician. 
/.H of us have a “ touch of 
mental retardation or other 
blight,” as a result of slight 
brain damage at birth, Dr. 
Abraham lowbin f. ports in 
the current issue of the Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. 
“ Birth,” said Towbin, “is 
the most endangering expe­ 
rience to which most indivi­ 
duals are ever exposed. For 


the fetus, hypoxic and mech­ 
anical injury U» the central 
nervous 
system, 
in 
some 
measure, is inescapable. Sev­ 
ere birth injury ia a particu­ 
larly imminent threat to the 
premature,” 
Lack of oxygen, 
Towbin 
said, is a major cause of 
chronic neurological disorder 
and, in severe cases, may re­ 
sult m mental retardation, ce- 
rabal palsy or eptiepsy, The 
effects of more mile oxygen 
deficiencies, Towbin said, re­ 
sult in minimal or latent symp­ 
toms of minimal brum dys- 


function, 
Towbin estimated that more 
than 
3 
million 
Americans, 
adults and children, suffer 
from minimal brain dysfunc­ 
tion, a syndrome which, he 
said, affects many who have 
behavioral 
disorders, 
often 
accompanied by learing de­ 
fects, reading difficulty, hype­ 
ractivity or inordinate aw­ 
kwardness. 
Towbin said minimal brain 
damage may reduce a child’s 
potential from that of genius 
to that of an average child or 
less and may spell the differ­ 


ence between two brothers, 
one of whom may be a gifted 
athlete while the other is “ an 
awkward child.” 
He said there was a high 
incidence of prematurity and 
other birth defects in older 
children 
and 
young 
adults 
w i t h behavioral problems, 
dropouts and delinquents. 
The significance of such 
minimal 
brain damage 
at 
birth, Towbin said, has been 
generally unrealized and the 
m significance of such brain 
damage in the newborn has 
gone unexplored.

Q — I am 25 years old, working, single and have $2,700 in 
savings and cash. My aim is to increase my income or is 


there some other way to increase my financial base? Would 
bonds be suitable? — D.K. 


A — If I understand your goal correctly it is to expand your 
financial assets or net worth rather than to increase your 
current income. In that case and since you are young, you 
should concentrate on investments which will grow over the 
years and thereby enlarge your assets. Until you have added 
to your savings backlog I would recommend limiting your ini- 
itial investment to under $1000. 


Marlennan, listed on the NYSE, appears to have above aver­ 
age long-term merit. Although established about 100 years ago, 
Marlennasn did not go pubiiic until 1862.

Your choice of 25 per cent Borg-Wamer stock and 75 per cent 
diversified issues is a prudent one. BW manufactures products 
covering a diverse list of industries, but is nevertheless highly 
sensitive to cyclical economic swings. After a poor 1970 earn­ 
ings performance, a 10 per cent increase was reported in the 
second 1971 quarter, reflecting the elimination of unprofitable 
operation« plus a marginal sales improvement.

Do Reach Winners 


For the past few years, we have been receiving by mail, 
every few weeks, letters from Publishers Clearing House, Port 
Washington, N.Y. F.ach time, the magazine sales agency 
claims it is giving away thousands of prizes with first prize 
alone going up to $190,000 (plus chances for “early bird” 
prizes as a bonus for replying by a given date). 
There are lists of “winning lucky numbers” and each time 
the lists include the lucky numbers sent to us. The literature 
never says when these giveaways are to be held or when the 
prizes are to be awarded, but it does guarantee that the prizes 
will be awarded. 
In the letter we received today, a list of winners from 
previous giveaways—with their prizes totaling $535,200!—is en­ 
closed. I am forwarding the whole package to you. 
I realize that the sweepstakes are promotions to get people 
to buy their magazines, but if they gave away this much 
money they would probably be bankrupt, no matter how many 
subscriptions they sell. 
Did they really give the cash prizes mentioned in the en­ 
closed list of winners? Do they really intend to give away the 
prizes they say they will?—D.S., Pomona 


The Publishers Clearing House (PCH) letter you enclosed 
contained not only a hist of five previous winners, but their 
pictures, the amounts they won and their hometowns. 
So Action Line wrote to other Action Line columnists and 
newspaper editors in those cities and towns, seeking con­ 
firmation of the cash prizes. 
We received replies' from Sugarcreek, Ohio, where Editor 
Sylvester R. Miller of the Budget confirmed that Cleon© Wid- 
der, a Sugarcreek resident, had received a check for $70,200 as 
reported in the PCH letter, and from St. Paul, Minn., where 
Action Line reporter Betsy Becker confirmed that Clifford 
Weaver of St. Paul Park, Minn., had received the $87,500 cash 
prize as reported. Both newspapers had previously published 
stories about the awards. 
Action Line has not had replies from the other three news­ 
papers. 
But the two confirmations indicate that the prizes are indeed 
awarded. Both of these were received this past winter. 
As we have indicated in the past, the odds are against win­ 
ning in nationwide sweepstakes. Thus, you can have a “win­ 
ning lucky number” and still have staggering odds against 
your winning. But it’s nice to confirm that fantastic prizes do 
reach genuine winners.

More than a year ago, Action Lin© reported at length on 
World Field Research, and the reports of about 30 dissatisfied 
“correspondents” in the Pomona Valley area. Their expe­ 
riences were much the samel as yours. This past June, we 
again reported on an area correspondent’s failure to hear from 
the firm after paying the $10 anf completing the questionnaire. 
Now oomes another correspondent’s! experience, which re­ 
ports that World Field Research ha.1 gone) out of businss: 
Some time ago, I saw an advertisement seeking correspon­ 
dents to test products for a company known as World Field 
Research. Once a month they were to send products to be 
tested and our opinions returned to WFR in writing. 
Correspondents were paid for the testing in “froms,” which 
could be applied to the purchase of products ordered from 
WFR or other companies whose advertisements WFR sent to 
correspondents. I paid $10 and became a correspondent. 
In April, I ordered hosiery for my husband from one of the 
companies, Stan-Fred Shops, and sent a $7.18 check in full 
payment to this company at the WFR address. The check was 
cashed, but the hosiery was not sent to us. I wrote to World 
Field Research for the address of Stan-Fred Shops, Inc., but 
the post office returned iny letter with the notation that World 
Field Research has gone out of business. It appears that I 
have paid $7.48 to this company for nothing. 
I have checked with the library to see if an address could be 
found for Stan-Fred Shops, Inc., in either New York City or 
Westbury, N.Y., but no listing could be found.—H.O., Chino 
Action Line previously reported thet most or all of the busi­ 
nesses whose advertising WFR forwarded! tci correspondents 
were either owned by WFR or were affiliated in some manner 
with WFR. We have no information on thq company you or­ 
dered from, but il may have been part of WFR. 
Write to the Postal Inspector in Charge at Mineola, N.Y., 
with your complaint enclosing copies of the front and back of 
your canceled check.

The work was completed and 
the investigator said he could find no evidence to substantiate 
that the work is not in accordance with standards of the in­ 
dustry. He said your major complaint! was that the floors 
squeak, and he concluded that as yours is an older home, the 
problem is quite common.

EDITORIALS 
Nixon Strategy- 
Being Unpredictable 


Like no other recent predecessor, President Nixon 
has developed the art of unpredictability as a de­ 
liberate strategy of government. 
Insiders say he believes this keeps opponents off 
balance, and convinces friends and enemies alike 
that he means business. 
This unpredictability was utilized most recently 
and spectacularly in the economic measures which 
seemed to go against almost everything the Presi­ 
dent had been preaching for years. 
But doing the unexpected (the un-Nixomlike thing) 
has been a Nixon habit these past two years. 
— It was a major objective in his dramatic mi- 
litaiy attack on North Vietnam’s Cambodian bases. 
And in the Nixon-sponsoi*ed South Vietnamese 
drive against the North Vietnamese supply lines in 
Laos. 
The aim: to warn Ho Chi Minh’s successors in 
Hanoi net to misread the Vietnam withdrawal as a 
meek retreat. And it also let Brezhnev and company 
in the Kremlin know that neither were they dealing 
with a housebroken pussycat in the Middle East. 
— Unpredictability again was at work in Kissi­ 
nger’s secret trip to mainland China for talks with 
Chou En-lai. 
The aim: to convince 1he Communist world (and 
others as well) that Nixon could skin cats in a vari­ 
ety of ways despite declining U.S. military prestige, 
the domestic isolationist movement and his own re­ 
putation as a hard liner toward communism. The 
slowdown in Vietnam had not destroyed American 
initiative. 
But above all, the approach to mainland China 
was intended to convince (he world that no longer 
would U.S. world strategy be based on the theory of 
a monolithic Communist world. 
— And finally, unpredictability was the message 
Nixon wanted to signal in his rough economic prop­ 
osals. 
What he wanted the world to know (and Ameri­ 
cans, too) was that Nixon would be tough, and that 
this was likely only the beginning. 
When it comes to inflation, the adverse balance of 
payments and obstacles to American exports, the 
President is not going to be inhibited. He isn’t going 
to be bound by standard operating procedures or his 
own long-held theories on economics or shy away 
from New Deal-style measures. If these initial 
moves do not work, more surprises will be in order. 
The message to 50 states and 100 nations was 
clear: Cooperate now or even stronger medicine will 
be coming. 
It just might work. 


South Viet Election: 


An Out for the U.S.? 


Now-you-see-them-now-you-don’ 1 is the name of 
the game in South Vietnam’s Oct. 3 presidential 
election. 
General “Big” Minh has withdrawn his candidacy, 
claiming that the contest has been rigged by incum­ 
bent President Thieu. Vice President Ky, first 
maneuvered off, then maneuvered back on the lists, 
has also bowed out — or is trying to. 
When Minh’s departure left Thieu as the only can­ 
didate in the “race,” South Vietnam’s supreme 
court suddenly decided Ky was eligible to run alter 
all and has to inn even if he no longer wants to. 
This, says Ky, is carrying the farce to its outer 
limits. Not so lunny are his mutterings about a re­ 
volt against the very regime of which he is a part. 
(History is a cracked record. When Ky and Thieu 
were running as a team in 1967, 10 civilian candi­ 
dates temporarily withdrew, charging K&T with inti­ 
midation, fraud and rigging.) 
But does all this mean that Americans can leave 
Vietnam with a clear conscience, secure in the 
knowledge that we have done all we can lor these 
people and that this tarce of an election proves they 
just aren’t w'orth an\ further sacrifices? 
The latest Harris survey on the subject finds that 
by 47 per cent to 24 per cent, most Americans do 
not believe that Ihe South Vietnamese army is ca­ 
pable of keeping the Communists from taking over 
the country, and that 65 per cent of Americans want 
the United States to continue withdrawing its troops 
even if it means the collapse of the South Vietna­ 
mese government. 
But a funny thing is happening on the way to the 


“How is it,” asks the Wall Street Journal, “that 
those who are willing to write off all future for 
South Vietnam can work themselves into a dither 
over the fairness of the elections there? How is it 
that Nguyen ( ao Ky, for years an especially black 
villain in some eyes, becomes in those same eyes 
essential to the workings of Vietnamese democracy 


? ” 
As lor Gen. Minh, his withdrawal may reflect his 
conclusions not about the honesty of this election but 
about his prospects in any election, says the Jour­ 
nal. 
Given spreading prosperity in the Vietnamese 
countryside and a general tendency to support in- 
cumbdits, most analysts believe it unlikely that 
President Thieu could be defeated even in a scru­ 
pulous election. Thus Minh probably has more 
status as a vague alternative to the current regime 
than he would have if la1 ran against Theiu and lost. 
The real question, suggests tin* Journal, is what 
kind ol election will there he i! North Vietnam suc­ 
ceeds in its effort to’tinnex the South? 
In Saigon, an opjiosition -an at least rise and 
make itself heard. Try thnt hi Hanoi. 


The term “freeze” clearly 
has psychological 
value 
in 
President 
Nixon’s 
current 
wage-price clampdown eggort. 
But it is likely to prove so­ 
mething of a misnomer. Com­ 
plete rigidity in wages and 
prices is hard to come by. 
T h e 
controls 
applied 
in 
World War II generally are 
remembered as highly effec­ 
tive. 
In 
fact, 
prices 
rose 
about 21 per cent over the 
four war years. And, while 
t h e 
National 
War 
Labor 
Board effectively 
restrained 
wage rates, it steadily ap­ 
proved a variety of fringe 
b e n e f i t s whose net con­ 
sequence was to raise com­ 
pensation for U.S. workers in 
many fields. Indeed, the very 
phrase “gringe benefits” was 
invented in 1943. 
Furthermore, the pressure 
for higher wage rates was 
eased by the fact that actual 
earnings levels rose on ac­ 
count of long wartime hours, 
premium pay for overtime, 
night work and weekend duty. 
In four years, average weekly 
earnings 
in 
manufacturing 
nearly doubled. 
In the Korean war, the last 
tim e reasonably tough wage- 
p r i c e c o n t r o l authority 
e x i s t e d , consumer prices 
climbed 13.1 per cent between 
the first half of 1950 and the 
second half of 1952. 
Weaker Law 


This time, acting under a 
much weaker law, Nixon is 
attempting to restrain the up­ 
ward wage-price spiral with­ 
out 
resort 
to 
the 
massive 
“control bureaucracy” 
used 
in those earlier situations. It 
stands to reason that the lid 
will not be very tight, even if 
top labor leaders were coop­ 
erating — which they are not. 
Studies of price trends by 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics make it plain that it is 
difficult in the modern era 
not only to stop the upward 
flow of prices and wages, but 
to induce any kind of down­ 
ward movement. 
Between the 1914 outbreak 
of World War I and 1920, U.S. 
prices doubled. But after that 
they 
dropped 
sharply 
for 
three years, and stayed well 
below the 1920 peak for two 
decades. 
But after World War II, 
price behavior took on new 
configurations. As a govern­ 
ment analysis notes: 
“The economy has devel­ 
oped an increasing resistance 
to downward 
pressures 
on 
prices. Consumer prices did 
not decline after World War 
II, or after the Korean con­ 
flict, as they had after earlier 
wartim e periods. 
“ Instead, they rose almost 
every year after 1946.” 
Government 
studies 
inci­ 
dentally demolished the notion 
that the 1969*71 “ recession” is 
unique in exhibiting strong in­ 
flationary 
pressures 
along 
with 
declining 
employment 
and slumping business. 
Prices Creep 
Federal 
economists count 
four previous recessions 
in 
the period from 1946 through 
1968. And they say the long­ 
term upward “ price creep” 
kept right on through two of 
those economic dips. 
The point of all this would 
seem to be that a great deal 
of rigidity afflicts the price 
structure on the bottom side. 
Government officials ascribe 
this to Washington’s efforts to 
stabilize 
the 
economy 
and 
prevent recessions. 
We have had a tew of these 
setbacks but they have ten­ 
ded either to be mild or just 
briefly or selectively harsh in 
their im pact. Unemployment 
now 
for 
instance 
ranges 
around six per cent. Yet that 
figure can hardly be used to 
define “ recession” inasmuch 
as the rate has exceeded five 
per cent in 11 of the last 25 
years. 
But while official tinkering 
may thus prevent the worst 
excesses of deflation and a 
1930’s-tyi>e of depression the 
upwara pressures on prices 
are very hard to curb. 
Long-term 
contracts 
with 
built-in rises are today a stan­ 
dard feature of the landscape. 
Business normally hikes prices 
to offset the wage gains and 
sometimes goes beyond. Part 
of labor’s complaint today of 
course is that Nixon has put 
scheduled wage rises in limbo 
but that some businesses al­ 
ready have lilted prices to co­ 
ver these future higher costs. 
The hostile clam or over the 
90-dav 
freeze 
suggests how 
hard it is to slow the upward 
spiral. OnJy dream ers talk of 
halting it altogether.

“ Old Jaw n,” who only a 
year ago was in the center of 
the Vvashington whirl, now oc- 
t u p i e s his tim e reading, 
watching television, and w rit­ 
ing letters to old friends in 
his angular, laborious scrawl. 
He has nothing to look for­ 
ward to, except the approach 
of the 
football 
season. 
He 
would rather watch football 
gam es than the dreary fare 
now 
available 
on 
his 
TV 
screen. 
H arriet Joyce McCormack, 
now in her 87th year, has har­ 
dening of the arteries. “ She 
doesn’t know what’s going on 
most of the tim e,” a hospital 
attendant told us softly. 
Moves To Hospital 


She was moved into Provi­ 
dence hospital more than a 
year ago. The Speaker, who 
was then still presiding over 
t h e H o u s e , immediately 
moved in beside her. 
Up until January, his days 
were occupied on Capitol Hill 
where he had spent 43 tu­ 
multuous years. But he was 
determined, after his retire­ 
ment, not to become one of 
the pathetic has-beens who 
haunt the halls of Congress. 
Instead, he holed up in the 
hospital, seldom leaving his 
wife’s bedside. 
His nephew, Eddie McCor­ 
mack, has tried to persuade 
Old Jawn to come home to 
Boston. The nephew lu s a r­ 
ranged a Boston suite for the 
old couple and has even lined 
up a special railroad cur to 
make the trip easy for Har­ 
riet. 
Storybook Romance 
But the speaker has turned 
down 
the 
offer, 
suggesting 
gently that the trip might be 
too hard on her. He will re­ 
main, he says, by her side in 
Washington, 
Their 
storybook 
romance 
begun in a rainstorm back in 
1917 when McCormack helped 
her put the top up on her au­ 
tomobile. Harriet Joyce was 
then a pretty, blue-eyed pro­ 
fessional singer, seven years 
older than her persistent sui­ 
tor. 
I h ite years after they met 
in the rain, she broke a con­ 
tract with the Metropolitan 


Opera to m arry him. They 
spent most of their m arried 
life 
in 
Washington, 
where 
they occupied a suite in the 
dreary old Washington hotel. 
McCormack not only cam e 
home to her every night but 
never missed a dinner with 
her. When he had to attend a 
political banquet, he would ig­ 
nore the food so he could dine 
later with Harriet. Solicitous­ 
ly, he would cut the m eat on 
her platter as he had always 
done since their honeymoon. 
The Speaker never becam e 
too busy running the House 
tnat he wouldn’t take out time 
to call her. Or if a telephone 
wasn’t 
h a n d y , 
he 
would 
scribble notes to remind him 
of the little things he would 
discuss with her later. 
For recreation, the McCor­ 
macks liked to take solitary 
walks. In their later years, 
then excursions were made 
in the Speaker’s chauffeur- 
d r i v e n limousine. Usually, 
they would stop for ice cream 
or milk. 
But now, they don’t go out 
any more. She just lies there, 
and he sits by her side. 
Charity Boomerangs 


One cause of our economic 
crisis, 
ironically, 
has 
been 
our own generosity. Our good 
deeds 
have 
come 
back 
to 
haunt us. 
Foi foreign factories, built 
at U.S. expense, have helped 
to put American firm s out of 
business and American work­ 
ers out of jobs. 
One industry after another 
has been forced by foreign 
competition to cut back pro­ 
duction, thus adding to our 
unemployment and undermin­ 
ing the dollar. 
Yet our tax money not only 
has helped to finance com- 
petitois 
but 
has 
provided 
them 
with 
more 
advanced 
equipment 
than 
our 
own. 
What’s more, we have sent 
American engineers and busi­ 
nessmen overseas 
to 
teach 
the know-how. 
Result: the rise around the 
world of industrial monsters 
which 
now 
threaten 
their 
creator. 
Although the AID agency 
has been perhaps purposely 
vague about the num ber of 
plants it has built abroad, a 
reported $2 billion of our tax 
money has gone to build or 
expand more than 180 foreign 
Eieel 
mills. 
This 
American 
generosity has helped to re­ 
duce our share of the world’s 
steel m arket alarmingly. 
For the textile industry, our 
subsidy of foreign mills has 
been close to disastrous. No 
one seems able to say exactly 


how many rival mills Uncle 
Sam has 
built 
around 
the 
world. But one AID official 
has acknowledged to us: “ In 
our eftorts to revitalize J a ­ 
pan, we participated techni­ 
cally, financially and other­ 
wise ki creating a Japanese 
textile industry 
that 
today 
threatens our own with ruin.” 
T h e r e are American-fi­ 
nanced textile plants in Hong 
Kong, India, South Korea and 
Taiwan, most of them with 
looms far finer than 
most 
U.S. mills have been able to 
afford. 
Results At Home 
Result: at home, millions of 
cotton 
spindles 
have 
been 
closed down, and hundreds of 
mill workers have lost their 
jobs. 
I n 
the 
postwar 
years, 
foreign aid 
has 
built, 
ex­ 
panded or modernized dozens 
of pulp and paper plants, che­ 
mical plants, aluminum mills 
and rubber processing plants. 
Tiie U.S. has given loans or 
grants for studies or construc­ 
tion of several petroleum refi­ 
neries. 
Besides all this, our tax mo­ 
ney nas also built 
foreign 
shipyards, plastic plants, pot­ 
tery works, engineering labs 
and industrial research cen­ 
ters. It has also been spent to 
develop foreign mining, m an­ 
ufacturing, even merchandis­ 
ing. 
The 
whole 
panoram a 
of 
foreign 
aid 
is 
immensely 
complex. Nations which the 
U.S. helped on their feet are 
prospering as never before. It 
is difficult to disagree with 
those who plaintively ask a 
rather 
d e a f 
Uncle 
Sam: 
“Isn’l it time some charity 
began at hom e?” 


President N i x o n — in a 
speech before the Supreme 
Council of the Knights of Co­ 
lumbus in New York on Aug. 
17 —- told his audience, com­ 
posed largely of Roman Cath­ 
olics, that they could count on 
his 
help 
in 
reversing 
the 
trend in the experience of 
parochial schools due to fi­ 
nancial troubles — the closing 
of about one every day. 


Many people are wondering 
if this promise is in line with 
constitutional 
doctrine. 
The 
simple fact, however, is that, 
while the government cannot 
finance 
any 
church-related 
schools, it can furnish money 
to citizens to educate their 
children. Parents, of course, 
can make their own choice of 
a public or a private school 
lor their boys and girls to at­ 
tend. 


On Aug. 15, a Senate com­ 
mittee, for instance, approved 
legislation that would for the 
first 
time 
give 
all 
young 
Americans the right to sub­ 
sidies tor college costs if their 
families can’t afford to pay 
for higher education. Under 
the new plan, needy students 
would be guaranteed “entitle­ 
ment grants” to cover half 
their college expenses up to 
1,400 dollars a year, offset by 
family contributions. In addi- 
t i o n 
to 
the 
“entitlement 
grant,” the same youngsters 
would also be eligible for sup­ 
plemental assistance. 


No. U.S. Connection 


Would it be constitutional 
for such aid to be denied any 
student who went to a church- 
relateo college? Since he or 
she would make the choice, 
the government would have 
no connection with the admis­ 
sion ol the student to a par- 
ticulai college and would be 
dealing solely with the stu­ 
dent who was receiving the 
grant or loan. 


Undoubtedly, Nixon, when 
he spoke of stopping the trend 
of parochial school closings, 
had 
in 
mind 
government 
plans to make available vari­ 
ous aids to educational insti­ 
tutions as a general policy. 
This would relieve the finan­ 
cial 
problems 
not 
only 
of 
parochial schools or colleges 
with religious affiliations but 
of all educational institutions. 
For money troubles have not 
been confined just to religious 
colleges and schools. Alumni 
throughout the country have 
c u t 
down 
on 
their 
con­ 
tributions to their respective 
alma maters due to economic 
conditions and the diminution 
of profits in many corpora­ 
tions.

Nixon Defense 


Nixcn, in his speech before 
the 
Knights 
of 
Columbus, 
made a broad defense of the 
right of groups to 
provide 


their children with religious 
instruction. But he said, too, 
in general comment: 
“We must see to it that our 
Children are 
provided 
with 
the moral and spiritual and 
religious values so necessary 
to a great people in great 
times.” 
Nixon 
might 
some 
day 
make a speech about the vast 
number of children in Ameri­ 
ca who grow up without any 
religious training whatsoever 
because of indifference on the 
part of parents. As population 
has expanded, crime has sub­ 
stantially increased, and it is 
to be noted that many young 
people are participants in cri­ 
minal acts. Should they not 
Lave been taught at an early 
age respect for human life 
and property? What is the ex­ 
planation for the widespread 
use of deadly weapons? Has 
society been neglectful? 
Public schools should not be 
required to teach any reli­ 
gion, but certainly they could 
explain what morality means 
and what a law-abiding citi­ 
zen’s duty is as a peaceful 
member of the community. 
There is a need for a clearer 
understanding of the responsi­ 
bility 
of 
citizenship. 
Last 
week Pope Paul VI, in a talk 
to an audience at his estate in 
Italy, declared: 
Decadence of State 


“If everyone wants to do as 
he pieases on the pretext of 
liberty, then we will easily 
come to the decadence of ci­ 
vil society organized 
as 
a 
state.” 
The Pope added that it is 
easy to see how liberty could 
degenerate into disorder and 
n o w 
individualism 
could 
evoive into selfishness and so­ 
cial 
confusion. 
He 
further 
said that, while it is true con­ 
science must be one’s guide, 
“conscience 
itself must 
be 
guioed 
by 
the 
science 
of 
things both divine and hu­ 
man.” He concluded the con­ 
cent this way: 
“It is true that liberty must 
be able to operate without ob­ 
stacles, but it must be di­ 
rected toward good, and this 
direction is called sense of 
responsibility, 
it 
is 
called 
duty. 
“ It is true also that liberty 
is a personal right, but it can­ 
not fail to respect the rights 
of others. It cannot be di­ 
vorced from charity.” 
This is a lesson that could 
be taken to heart by every 
sect and nationality, for it 
concerns the code of human 
behavior which is so often 
violated nowadays. One won­ 
ders whether in all schools at 
l e a s t 
these 
fundamentals 
should be emphasized in or­ 
der to bring fourth a new 
generation of responsible indi­ 
viduals.

Board Okays Early Purchases 
To Take Advantage of Freeze 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNA) 
—i County supervisors have 
authorized the early purchase 
of needed equipment from the 
1971-72 budget allowances to 
take advantage of President 
N i x o n ’ s price and wage 
freeze. 
Robert 
Covington, 
county 
administrator, 
reported 
the . 
county may realize a savings 
of ID per cent or more by 
making the purchases at the 
earliest possible moment. The 
freeze ends Nov. 12. 
Supervisors, in authorizing 
the purchases, asked that the 
purchase orders be made out 
on all the proposed purchases 
and returned to them for in­ 
spection and approval 
The budgeted equipment in­ 
cludes 
trucks, 
cars, 
heavy 
equipment, 
office 
furniture, 
and X-ray machines. 
Supervisors 
noted 
that 
prices will probably jump af­ 
ter the Nov. 12 deadline, if 
the freeze is not continued. 
Most of the 
county’s 
pur­ 
chases are made during the 
second half of the fiscal year. 
The status of the automatic 
salary step advances to the 
county employes is still an 
u n k n o w n factor, said M. 
Crane Kitchel, assistant coun­ 
ty counsel. He told the board 
he was still waiting for advice 
from the Office of Emergency 
Preparedness.

SACRAMENTO — Legisla­ 
tion introuduced by Sen. Wil­ 
liam E. Coombs, R-20th Dist., 
to prevent the use of swap 
sales and flea marketsi as 
places to fence stolen goods 
has been signed into law by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
The new law makes sub­ 
stantially the sam e rules ap­ 
plicable to communtity auc- 
l i o n s and so-called swap 
meets and flea markets as 
those governing pawnborkers. 
Coombs said dealers with 
identifiable second-hand prop­ 
erty are required by law to 
report acquistion to police no 
Later than noon the day fol­ 
lowing the acquisition. 
The new law provides ap­ 
propriate limitations to pro­ 
tect charity rummage sale 
and also protects owners 
of 
property who know nothing of 


the transactions handled. 
“ This is legislation which 
l a w 
enforcement 
agencies 
throughout 
the 
state 
have 
been seeking in their efforts 
to curb an increasing practice 
by some persons of using le­ 
gitimate swap meets and flea 
markets as places to dospose 
a I 
s t o l e n 
goods,” 
said 
Coombs.

ONTARIO — Have pity on 
Sam Sessions, Bill Simpson 
and John Martin. 
After working furiously all 
day Saturday to make the 
starting field for the second 
California 500, those were the 
only three drivers to be bum­ 
ped 
during 
Sunday’s 
final 
qualifying 
hours, 
putting 
many long, hard hours of pre­ 
paration to waste. 
In addition to the 29 mach­ 
ines which were qualified Sat­ 
urday, the final four positions 
were filled Sunday along with 
three drivers who 
bumped 
their ways into the field. 
Whereas the tension on the 
first day was centered on the 
first few qualifying positions, 
particularly the pole position, 
all the interest Sunday was 
directed on the bottom end of 
the field as drivers tried des­ 
perately to edge their way 
onto the starting grid. 
Last year it was worth $5,- 
000 just to make the field, as 


both Jim Hurtibise and Rick 
Muther were eliminated on 
the first lap but still pocketed 
that amount. 
Also, Art Pollard, Medford, 
Ore., barely made the field 
for last year’s race as he 
qualified 32nd. Yet 
Pollard 
went on to finish second after 
being edged on the second to 
last 
lap 
by 
winner 
Jim 
McElreath. 
Pollard’s making the field, 
even though it was in the last 
row, was still worth $77,900 
for about three hours work on 
race day. 
The fastest qualifier Sunday 
was Gary Bettenhausen who 
on his third and final try turn­ 
ed four laps at an average 
speed of 177.447 mph in his 
Gerhardt Turbo charged Offy. 
Second fastest of Sunday’s 
last

chargers 
was 
Dick Simon at 174.884 MPH in 
his Lola turbo charged Ford. 
Simon drove to third place 
in the inaugural event but 
was lucky to make the field 


this time as his car began ac­ 
ting up during his last minute 
qualifying attempt. 
“ Something was wrong with 
the cooling system,’’ he ex­ 
plained. “ It started heating 
and got to 270 legrees on the 
fourth lap.”

rounds, barely made it cut for 
his final attempt before the 
pjx o’clock cun signalled the 
end of qualifying. 


Hurtibise had all of the 15,-

on the second lap. He needed 
a four-lap average of 170.592 
MPH to bump Dickson.

If he really wants a chal­ 
lenge, he should stick around 
long enough to try and break 
Ty Cobb’s hit record. 
Ruth’s record of 714 homers 
is one of baseball’s most his­ 
toric marks and supposedly 
one of the most difficult to 
break. But Aaron, who hit 38 
homers at age 36 last season, 
cracked No. 39 Sunday to 
boost his career total to 631 
as the Atlanta Braves topped 
the Chicago Cubs 5-4. Collect­ 
ing 84 more in the next three 
seasons or so shouldn’t even 
be particularly difficult for 
Aaron, who is three years 
younger than 
Willie) Mays 
(645). 
But Aaron is also accumu­ 
lating distinguished marks in 
almost every other category. 
Aaron’s statistics match any 
of those racked up by the old- 
time players who never had 
to worry about coast-to-coast 
travel and night ball. 
His two hits against Chi­ 
cago enabled him to pass Nap 
Lajoie for sixth place on the 
all-time list with 3,243. Stan, 
Musiail is second with 3,630 al­ 
though Aaron laughs, “ I’ll ne­ 
ver catch Cobb.” Cobb holds 
the mark of 4,192. 
Aaron’s two RBIs enabled 
him to set a National) League 
record with 100 or more RBIs 
for 11 seasons.

The Mets passed the 2-mil­ 
lion 
mark 
for 
the 
third 
straight year Sunday by at­ 
tracting 44,255 for their game 
with the Los Angeles Dodgers 
at Shea Stadium. 
That put their total for this 
year at 2,012,247 —easily the 
best in the majors. They drew 
2.697.479 last year when they 
also were box office champs 
despite their third place fin­ 
ish. They project a figure of 
‘•only” 2.3-million this time 
around but in a way that total 
is more astonishing than last 


year’s because the Mets vir­ 
tually dropped out of the race 
in July. They’ve also had 
three more rainouts at home 
this year — costing them at 
least an additional 100,000 at 
the gate. 
Why then do people keep 
coming out to see the Mets? 
Why, indeed? 
“ It’s a good question.” says 
Maury Wills, the 
Dodgers’ 
veteran shortstop. “ I think 
they’re the most rabid fans in 
baseball. I was looking at 
them Saturday.
